He declared: “I am 
speaking as a voting citizen 
who is sorely troubled by the 
trend of events taking place in 
the world around me.” 

He told the President that 
he realized that there was little 
chance that his letter would 
reach him through the “buf- 
fering staff wall” that sur- 
rounds him.

on his income tax. 

The jury of eight men and 
four women received the case 
about noon yesterday. The jury 
retired at 10:30 last night with- 
out reaching a verdict. 

Beck, former president of 
the Teamsters Union, fs ac- 
cused of evading $240,607 in in- 
come tax for the vears 1950- 
53. He faces maximum penal- 
ties of five years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine on each of six 
counts if convicted 


Judge George H. Boldt in- 
structed the jury that Beck 
must be convicted if it found 


he had misused expense money 
or misappropriated union funds 
for his own benefit, knew he 
owed taxes “substantially great- 
er” than paid, or filed false tax 
returns 

He said the jury must be con- 
vinced “beyond reasonable 
doubt” of Beck's guilt and 
should ignore the fact the de- 
fendant did not take the stand 

Inadequate bookkeeping or 
loss of union records should 
not be held against Beck and 
“negligence, however great 
not enough to warrant convic- 
tion,” the judge said 

The jury must decide wheth- 
er vast sums of union money 
used by Beck were loans. This 
appeared the key point 

“The loan may be written 
oral, expressed or implied,” the 
judge said. “If you find such 
sums were not loans, then you 
are instructed to find that such 
sums were taxable.”

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Court Asked to Bar Revocation | 


Of Barracks Building Permits 


A petition requesting the 
circuit court at Clayton to de- 
clare valid the issuance of 48 
building permits for the Jef- 
ferson Barracks public hous- 
ing project was filed today 
An order asking that the 48 
permits be revoked was issued 
vesterday by the St. Louis 
County Board of Zoning Ad- 
justment. 

Today's action was filed by 
the St. Louis County Housing 
Authority, Fischer & Frichtel 
Construction Co., Design & 
Construction Inc., and Herbert 
G. Poertner, county public 
works _ director. Defendants 
are members of the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment. 

The petition asks 
circuit court issue 
certiorari directing the board 
to certify a complete copy of 
records and decisions, concern- 
ing the building permits, to the 
court so it can review such ac- 
tions and decisions and judge 
their legality. It also asks that 
the court find that the order of 
the board for revocation of the 
permits be set aside 

Petitioners’ Claims. 

Petitioners accused the board 
of abusing its descretionary 
powers and declared it had no 
right or authority to request 
the revocation and acted in ex- 
cess of its jurisdiction. There 
Was no evidence showing that 
issuance of the permits vio- 
lated any county ordinance, 
‘they added. 

In requesting Public Works 
Director Poertner to revoke 
the 48 permits, which were is- 
sued by his predecessor, Wil- 
liam Guhmann, the board said 
the director had erred because 
the permits violated a zoning 
requirement that two-family 
units be on separate lots. 

A review of the zoning ordi- 
nance disclosed that it requir®s 
there shall be no more than 
one main building on a lot, ex- 
cept in the case of commercial 
or multiple-family units, which 
are defined as those housing 
more than two families each, 
the board said

Ex parte contacts are those 
made privately to one comnf%s- 
sioner or agency employe by a 
party to a pending case, with- 
out the knowledge of the other 
parties or commissioners. 

Agencies Covered. 

Harris's bill would prohibit 
such communications and estab- 
lish other regulations for these 
agencies: Federal Communica- 


tions Commission. Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, Federal Power 
Commission, Federal Trade 
Commission, Interstate Com- 


merce Commission and Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 

Harris's bill would provide a 
maximum penalty of one year 
in prison or fine of $10,000 for 
violations of regulations pro- 
hibiting ex parte contacts and 
other regulations dealing with 
communications with regula- 
tory agencies. 

[In this category are require- 
ments that written communi- 
cations to commission mem- 
bers or staff personnel, as well

commission by the use of secret 
and devious methods calculated 
to achieve results by the exer 
tion of pressures, by the 
spreading of false information, 
by capitalizing on friendships 
or business connections. by the 
offering of pecuniary or other 
inducements, by extending un- 
usual hospitality or by other 
unfair or unethical means, 
rather than by reliance upon 
a fair and open presentation 
of facts and arguments in ac- 
cordance with established pro- 
cedures,” 

Other principal provisions of 
the bill include: 

Authority for the President 
to remove any agency mem- 
ber ‘‘for neglect of duty or 
malfeasance in office, but for 
no other cause. 

Provision for each agency 
to elect its own chairman. 
Only the ICC now elects its 
own chairman; the others are 
appointed by the President 

A requirement that one 
member of the commission 
or board be designated to 
“prepare or personally di- 
rect” the preparation of a 
statement showing the rea- 
sons for the agency's decis- 
ion in each case before it. 

A requirement that all 
persons appearing before any 
of the agencies in any pro- 
ceeding shall first file a no- 
tice showing whom he rep- 
resents.

St. Louis witnesses were ex- 
pected to be subpenaed for 
appearances at Chicago before 
a special federal grand jury in- 
vestigating organized crime in 
10 states, including Missouri, 
it was learned today 

Names of prospective St 
Louis witnesses have not been 
revealed by Richard B. Ogilvie 
head of the midwest crime 
investigating unit of the De- 
partment of Justice, who is di- 
recting the investigation 

Two Kansas City men, Jo- 
seph Filardo and Nick Civello, 
appeared before the jury 
earlier this week. Both refused 
to testify on grounds of pos- 
sible self-incrimination, Frank 
Zito, former St. Louis hood- 
lum. who now makes his head- 
quarters in Springfield, Ill. 
also was called. Zito, a reputed 
member of the Mafia, refused 
to testify on constitutional 
grounds. 

Hoodlum infiltration into the 
jukebox business and beer dis- 
tribution in the Chicago area 
are subjects of prime interest 
to the jury, the Post-Dispatch 
was told. Indications of an or- 
ganized boycott of Anheuser- 
Busch products by some Chica- 
go tavern operators were found 
by investigators for the Cook 
county state’s attorneys office 
six years ago. The investigation 
at that time produced no evi- 
dence of illegal activities, au- 
thorities stated 

More recently, Anthony 
(Tony) Accardo, Capone ‘syndi- 
cate leader, has moved into 
beer distribution through the 
Premium Beer Sales Co., of 
Chicago, the Post-Dispatch was 


informed. Accardo and associ- 
ates reportedly have been 
“pushing” products represent- 


ed by their distribution agency. 
A Milwaukee beer executive 
is a scheduled witness today 
before the jury, and will be 
questioned about the affect of 
Accardo’s efforts on other dis- 
tributors 

Ogilvie said the investigation 
is part of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s general inquiry into or- 
ganized crime nationally. No 
date has been set for hearing 
St. Louis witnesses. 

Among witnesses heard thus 
far were several men who at- 
tended the much-publicized 
meeting of reputed Mafia heads 
at Apalachin, N.Y., in Novem- 
ber 1957.

Nnamdi Azikiwe, the leading 
Nigerian nationalist leader, has 
never been even In jail — a 
source of some slight embar- 
rassment as he looks over the 
prison records of Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India or, much closer 
to home, of Kwame Nkrumah 
of Ghana or Jomo Kenyatta of 
Kenya, the latter still securely 
behind British bars 

It Seems Easy, Now. 

Furthermore, Nigerians have 
not vet had to face up to the 
chilling realities of independ- 
@nee, problems of external 
threats and internal divisions 
such as plague the Sudan. At 
the moment it all seems simple 
and easy, like wash day as 
advertised on a package of de- 
tergent powder. 

In a sense, Nigeria paid the 
price for its independence in 
the eighteenth century when 
this country was one of the 
chief sources of slaves for the 
New World. On the shores of 
the Lagos lagoon here were 
located slave pens as notorious 
as any in the history of human 
bondage 


But the hot and steaming 
this 


mangrove shamps along 
coast also we known as “the 
white man’s grave.” Before 
progress was made against ma- 
laria, river blindness and a 
host of other tropical diseases, 
the west coast of Africa was 
considered uninhabitable for 
Europeans, except of course for 
brief forays after slaves. 
Malaria Barred Whites. 
Slavery and the malaria- 
bearing mosquito combined to 
produce the circumstances now 


enabling Nigeria to proceed 
smoothly toward independ- 
ence. Malaria kept out the 
white settlers. There are con- 
sequently no racial conflicts 
here as in Algeria to the 
north, Kenya and_ central 


Africa to the east and in the 
Union of South Africa 

However, unhappily, slavery 
also brought the west coast 
of Africa in early contact with 
Western civilization. The slave 
traders began the process of 
teaching Western ways to Afri- 
cans. This influence was rein- 
forced by the missionaries sent 
in the wake of the slave trad- 
ers. 

Building on this early start, 
the West Africans have cata- 
pulted themselves toward mod- 
ernity. 


Unfortunately the same 
process, contact with outside 
civilization through § slavery, 


went on in the north of Ni- 
geria. There it was Arab slave 
traders who came marauding 
from Timbuktu. With them 
they brought the religion of 
Islam and the rigid Moslem 
socia] structure. 
Divided Nation. 

Nigeria is now a_ divided 
country with a Moslem north 
and a Christian south and with 
a scattering of pagans here 
and there all over. For admin- 
istrative convenience, the Brit- 
ish colonial authorities pre- 
served the sectional divisions 
and also instituted a system of 
“indirect rule’ through local 
chiefs and emirs which tended 
to preserve ancient institu- 
tions, especially in the Moslem 
north. 

Consequently Nigeria has not 
yet developed a truly national 
leadership. It is a collection of 
regions, tribes and _ feudal 
satrapies. And yet this too, like 
slavery and the malaria mos- 
quito, could be a blessing in 
disguise. Nigerians will tell you 
that any government that may | 
develop here must rule by com- 
promise and _ conciliation — 
tending to prevent rule by a 
dictatorial “strong man.” Being 
somewhat less conscious of na- 
tionhood than some political | 
units in Africa also could en- 
able the Nigerians to play a 
leading and constructive role 
in the formation of larger Af- 
rican political groupings. A 
West African federation is 
highest on the list of such 
projects. 

It May Not Be Easy. 

Meanwhile, self-government | 
in Nigeria itself may not be as 
easy as it sounds in nationalist | 
oratory. An afternoon spent ob- | 
serving a session of the Ni- 
gerian House of Representa- 
tives, the federal] legislative 
body of this early self-govern- 
ing territory, furnished some 
interesting evidence. 

It was a colorful legislative 
session. There were a few busi- 
ness suits to be seen but a ma- 
jority of the members wore the 
cotfon robes so common here.

Important Election Year. 

This is an extremely import- 
election year in Nigeria 
Next fall a government will 
be chosen which will carry on 
through the target date for in- 
dependence. The prime min- 
ister chosen as a result of that 
election will be the man to 
greet Princess Margaret, due 
here for the independence cel- 
ebration 

Incidentally, membership in 
the British Commonwealth is 
not at issue here. Nigerians of 
all political coloration simplv 
assume that Nigeria’s place is 
in the Commonwealth. 

But to return to the Nigerian 
House of Representatives, 
there are other reasons besides 
the ‘forthcoming elections 
which contribute to the lack 
of seriousness of that body. 
Until Nigeria achieves inde- 
pendence, vast federal powers 
are reserved by the colonial 
governor. Other local powers 
are reserved by the three 
regional legislatures.

The adult pop- 
ulation was distributed over 
146 productive teams to work 
in rice, vegetable and cotton 
ields, small industries, can- 
teens, public nurseries, schools, 
hospitals and so on 

All the village houses were 


owned by the commune, and 


there Was not an empty room 
anywhere; all couples, single 
men and women were distrib- 


uted in the available rooms 

The children were, of course, 
in nurseries and kindergartens 
and the old people were in 
“happy homes for the aged.” 
The rural housing problem had 
been solved, thanks to the peo- 
ple’s commune and its collec- 
tive ownership 

I visited two of the 24 “ 
py homes for the aged.” The 
old people were housed in 
former landlords’ homes. They 
were in the 65-70 age group 
and appeared to be happy. 
They had their own canteens.

Whether the President is wise to let Secre- 
tary Dulles decide when to resign will be 
answered by history. But there is no ques- 
tion that only the President can select his 
Secretary of State. As the final responsi- 
bility for the conduct of foreign policy is the 
President’s, so it must be his prerogative to 
choose the advisers and administrators who 
will in such large measure decide his place 
in history. 

Obviously, the phrase which the President 
applied to Sherman Adams—“I need him”— 
applies in double measure to Mr. Dulles. Yet 
the vast extent of dependence upon Mr. Dul- 
les cannot but be disturbing. Whether any- 
body likes it or not, Mr. Dulles’s capacity to 
plan and conduct successfully what may be 
the most critical negotiation of the postwar 
years is seriously in doubt. But the Presi- 
dent has delegated so much power to him in 
the past that he evidently cannot face the 
onerous task of either taking over foreign 
policy himself or finding somebody in whom 
he can repose equal confidence. 

This leaves it up to a very sick man to de- 
cide subjectively a vital question that should 
be settled according to the sternest and most 
objective considerations of national interest. 


An enormous gamble is involved in thus 
leaving everything to Mr. Dulles. For exam- 
ple, Khrushchev’s latest veiled threat about 
Berlin emphasizes all over again the hard, 
clear, detailed thinking that ought to be going 
on as the May 27 deadline approaches for 
transfer of Soviet power to East German 
hands. 

The President was quite right in replying 
that if any shooting is started it will be by 
the Russians and not by the West. But the 
problem is not basically one of who starts 
shooting. It is one of framing a policy which 
keeps the peace and at the same time main- 
tains the rights of the West in Berlin. . 

Should the West reply to a transfer of au- 
thority to the East Germans by driving armed 
convoys through on the ground, instead of 
using an airlift as in 1948? If the East Ger- 
mans did not impose a blockade by force, then 
it would be folly for the West to use force, 
just because Germans instead df Russians 
were inspecting the papers. And if a block- 
ade were imposed, then surely an_ airlift 
should be the response so long as adequate 
supplies could be delivered by that method. 

Why invite a situation that would be both 
unnecessary and provocative so long as West- 
ern rights could be protected in some other 
way? Why start a chain of events which 
could lead to armed conflict if any other 
chain of events is possible? Since the 1948 
airlift preserved our position in Berlin, why 
assume that it could not be preserved by air- 
lift today? 

This is the kind of problem that needs 
the continuous attention and detailed plan- 
ning of an active leader who has both the re- 
sponsibility and the authority for the conduct 
of foreign policy. The President makes fairly 
clear that he himself will not give such de- 
tailed study to the German problem, and per- 
haps he lacks the physical resources to do so. 
Yet he leaves entirely to Secretary Dulles, a 
sick man, the decision as to whether Mr. Dul- 
les can continue to fill the breach as he has 
done in the past. 

The country can only hope that Secretary 
of State Dulles is right in supposing that he 
can do so. With all his faults, policy plan- 
ning by an ailing Mr. Dulles is better than 
none at all. f 


Good Works of the Urban League 


The fortieth anniversary of the National 
Urban League, which brought its national 
chairman, Winthrop Rockefeller, to St. Louis, 
is a notable occasion in the progress of better 
race relations. The Little Rocks notwithstand- 
ing the relations between the races have im- 
proved over the country generally and for 
that improvement in large metropolitan areas 
the Urban League deserves a generous share 
of the credit. 

Locally the affiliate is the Urban League 
of St. Louis. Inc., with headquarters at 3017 
Delmar boulevard. Under John T. Clarke for 
many years and now enjoying the directorship 
of M. Leo Bohanon, the St. Louis Urban 
League is a United Fund agency. This testi- 
monial is not misplaced. In matters of hous- 
ing, employment, education, recreation and 
in other and related fields, the men and 
women of the Urban League have wrought 
good works. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s interest in the national 
organization goes back 20 years when, as an 
officer of the Great New York Fund, he first 
became acquainted with the Urban League’s 
solid, quiet, constructive program. His visit 
to St. Louis was a reminder that thought and 
planning and preparation over many years 
are behind the accomplishments in race rela- 
tions in this community. 


To Stop Diploma Mills 


Diploma mills, “the underworld of educa- 
tion,” are the objects.of attack of a bill intro- 
duced in the Missouri Legislature by Senators 
Hawkins of Brumley and Jones of Carrollton. 
The legislation would create a committee of 
seven school men, including trade, business, 
correspondence and fine arts schools. This 
committee would be advisory to the State 
Board of Education in licensing and inspect- 
ing private schools and in establishing stand- 
ards on the basis of which an approved list 
of schools would be made up. 

Because of the laxity of its laws, Missouri 
has been plagued by diploma mills as badly 
as any state and worse than most states. Any 
three persons with $4.50 for a filing and $2.70 
for court costs could obtain a charter for a 
“religious or educational institution” which 
would automatically be empowered to grant 
degrees without any regulation as to the quan- 
tity or the quality of the work. Thus, for 
$100 to $250 a degree—from auctioneering 
and horology to Ph.D.—could be. obtained in a 
few weeks’ time. 

Uncle Sam’s expenditure of more than 
$200,000,000 for private schooling in Missouri 
under the G.I. bill attracted shysters and 
racketeers from all over the country. On the 
order of half that sum was wasted on di- 
ploma mills, according to Prof. H. H. London, 
head of the industrial education department 
at the University of Missouri, who with his 
graduate students-made a 10-year study of the 
situation. Some of the worst offenders have 
since been weeded out, but a considerable 
problem still remains, mainly in shady trade 
and business schools preying largely on farm 
boys and girls. . 

The present legislation is intended to put 
an end to this ugly business which wastes not 
only millions of dollars needed for genuine 


‘education, but educational opportunities for 
the young people who are its victims. Its en- 
actment, with adequate appropriations to sup- 
port it, will be a good day’s work for educa- 
tion in Missouri. 


The Police Board Goes to Court 


Does the St. Louis Police Board have statu- 
tory authority to require that the city pay all 
its bills and no questions asked? The Board 
says Yes, and has decided to ask the Missouri 
Supreme Court in effect to affirm once and 
for all what it believes is its clear legal right. 

If the high court accepts the mandamus 
action, which in our judgment is necessary in 
the overriding public interest, and if the court 
then rules in favor of the Police Board, the 
city will quickly have to find $600,000 in new 
money. This is the sum that the Aldermen, 
on recommendation of the Board of Estimate, 
cut from the proposed police budget of $15,- 
732,715 last spring. 


The issue is strictly a question of law. As 


the Police Board reads the statutes, the police 
function enjoys an extraordinarily high prior- 
ity on the use of municipal funds. In the 
Board’s view after the city sets aside cash to 
meet the interest on its debt and the expenses 
of the municipal hospitals, the health depart- 
ment and lighting the streets, then the fi- 
nancial demands of the police must be met in 
full. The city’s view is that it must meet 
some police requests such as salaries of a 
force whose size is set by the Legislature; but 
not items not directly related to legislative 
enactments. 

If the Police Board is held to be right, how- 
ever, there then arise questions of public pol- 
icy. First, does the law assign proper priority 
to the city’s financial obligations? For ex- 
ample, street lighting now seems to come 
ahead of both the police and fire functions. 
Second, should the police be subjected to the 
same budget standards as everyone else sup- 
ported by the city treasury? 

In trimming the budget last spring the 
Board of Estimate applied to the police the 
same general rule it did to all other depart- 
ments—that is, it provided sufficient money 
to pay existing personnel at existing rates 
plus an allowance for increased costs of ma- 
terials, equipment and supplies. Mayor Tuck- 
er held that no one department of the city 
should be permitted to expand at the expense 
of the others. 

Given the principle of state control of the 
police, it does appear desirable for the Police 
Board to have broad powers in determining 
its own budget: otherwise the Aldermen, 
through the power of the purse, might be 
able to assume some of the police preroga- 
tives. Even so, broad powers do not neces- 
sarily mean complete powers. A Supreme 
Court definition of the term can contribute 
a great deal to the clarification of an im- 
portant municipal problem. 


Lesson From Ladue 


Two of the Freeholders pushing for a com- 
plete merger of St. Louis and St. Louis county 
regard as largely irrelevant the defeat of the 
vastly less complicated proposal to merge 
Frontenac and Huntleigh with Ladue. 

While they are entitled to their opinions, 
other Freeholders by the same token have a 
right to dissent and to ask: If three county 
municipalities as homogeneous as Frontenac, 
Huntleigh and Ladue can’t get together, what 
chance is there that the voters in the county 
as a whole will agree to be annexed by a one- 
party central city? All the evidence on the 
question that the Freeholders have gathered 
to date indicates that merger would go down 
to a terrific defeat in the county. But leaders 
of the Freeholder board’s pro-merger majority 
either ignore it or explain it away, as they 
are trying to do in their approach to the 
Ladue-merger defeat. 

Complete merger of city and county is 
neither necessary nor desirable to achieve 
solutions of the metropolitan traffic and tran- 
sit problems. A limited purpose district set 
up along lines of the Sewer District would 
provide sufficient means to accomplish those 
things that have to be accomplished for the 
good of the area as a whole. And judging by 
all the available evidence, that is about all the 
people will permit. 


The Algerian Albatross 


Although less in the news than a year ago, 
Algeria plagues De Gaulle as it plagued the 
French Fourth Republic. And the General 
seems able to do little more than keep his 
good intentions purposely vague as he plays 
for time against the extremists. 

Perhaps more annoyed than usual last 
week, he ordered raids on the headquarters 
of the Nationalist party in Paris and on the 
homes of eight of its leaders. The men were 
held for a time and then released. It is this 
group which is pressing for the “integration” 
of Algeria, meaning its complete subjection 
to France. It is said to have instigated the 
demonstrations against Premier Debre on his 
visit to North Africa. 

A non-political association of French judges 
and lawyers, on the other hand, has just is- 
sued a solemn protest against the new penal 
code which “legitimatizes administrative ar- 
rests, dangerously limits the right to criticize 
court decisions, and threatens to deal a heavy 
blow to the freedom of the press.” The jurists 
protested against “the persistent usage in 
Algeria of certain inhumane methods of extra- 
legal repression such as torture, their gradual 
extension to metropolitan France, and unex- 
plained disappearances in detention centers.” 

Relations between Paris and Tunisia are as 
strained as ever. De Gaulle’s foreign minister 
says that Tunisia continues to aid the Algerian 
rebels, and President Bourguiba says that re- 
lations with France cannot be improved until 
the French can be trusted, citing the discov- 
ery of a French espionage ring in his country. 

And the Algerian war goes on by land and 
air, the French military reporting the killing 
of about 500 Algerians a week. This fighting 
probably played a big part in the split be- 
tween Vincent Auriol, first president of the 
Fourth Republic who wants peace with Al- 
geria, and his fellow Socialist, Guy Mollet, 
who became a supporter of the war. These 
men and the other politicians can do little 
even when the parliament is in session unless 
De Gaulle puts greater trust in them. Their 
record, on the whole, is no great recommen- 
dation. 

De Gaulle, the sincere patriot, was to do 
what the parliamentarians failed to do. Today 
he is bedevilled by the forces which bedev- 
illed them. The question for him as for them 
is how France can rid itself of its Algerian 
albatross, how it can find the Mariner’s gen- 
tle mercy and get on with its real work in the 
world. |

How Many Missiles?—Two Views 


International Bargaining Power, Alliances and Budget Involved as Well as Defense

But the committee has not yet es- 
tablished what the pessimists have 
claimed, that the gap will amount to 
virtual nakedness for the United 
States; and to the really important 
problem facing the defense planners 
—how many missiles are needed? 
—it has got only the dusty answer 
that it depends what they are in- 
tended to do. 


Some obscurities have been cleared 
up. Mr. McElroy and his most per- 
sistent critic, Senator Symington, are 
now tolerably close to another in 
their estimate of how far ahead the 
Russians will be in intercontinental 
missiles in 1961. The Secretary puts 
it at three to one, the Senator “con- 
servatively” at four to one; at least 
both figures are more cheerful than 
the ten to one or worse which Mr. 
Joseph Alsop has been talking of. 

It is also generally accepted that 
the Americans are still ahead in 
manned bombers; but the Russians 
have such an overwhelming lead in 
intermediate-range missiles that they 
ean neutralize not only the sprinkling 
of these missiles which the Amer- 
icans are deploying in Britain and 
southern Europe but also a large 
part, at least, of the Strategic Air 
Command's bases outside the United 
States. This is undoubtedly un- 
pleasant. The question is whether it 
is enough to nullify the power of 
the United States to deter aggression.

McElroy Approach Misleads 


What is the fundamental purpose 
of the American missile and defense 
program? In the immediate sense 
the purpose of course is to deter at- 
tack upon the United States and its 
allies—or, if worst comes to worst, 
to destroy the warmaking capability 
of the enemy. But ‘in the larger 
sense, surely, the purpose of this 
country’s defense efforts is to make 
possible realistic negotiations with 
the Soviet Union and Communist 
bloc to remove some of the causes 
of friction and reduce the danger of 
annihilation. 


What the Administration says and 
does now can have a great influence 
on the Soviet attitude toward nego- 
tiations. Lamentably, the impact of 
most of the official statements so far 
has been to weaken the bargaining 
position of the West. 

Secretary McElroy has acknowl- 
edged that it is Administration pol- 
icy to accept a numerical inferiority 
in intercontinental missiles over the 
next few years, on the state assump- 
tion that other weapons and means 
of delivery will keep a balance. The 
real explanation, evidently, is the 
effort to maintain a fictitious budget 
balance. Such.arguments conspic- 
uously omit comparisons of Soviet 
and American missiles as well as this

There are three reasons why the 
Administration can reasonably claim 
that it is not, that even in the worst 
of circumstances—a surprise Russian 
attack—the Americans could still re- 
taliate with vigour. 

In the first place, so long as the 
superiority of the Soviets in ICBMs 
is not more than about four to one, 
most of these long-range missiles 
would have to be devoted to knock- 
ing out their American counterparts. 
It is reckoned that, even with the 
five-megaton warhead the Soviet 
missiles are said to carry, their ac- 
curacy would make it necessary to

fire several of them to guarantee the 
destruction of a single target. 

Thus, even if the Russians could 
obliterate at a blow all the Amer- 
icans’ long-range and intermediate- 
range missiles, and most or all of 
the airfields used by the big bombers 
overseas, they are unlikely to have 
enough left over to deal with the 
home bases of the Strategic Air 
Command. 

Secondly, even though the Russian 
anti-aircraft defenses are believed to 
be so good that they may soon be 
able to destroy most of an attacking 
bomber fleet, this is being offset by 
the Americans’ acquisition of air- 
launched missiles which the bombers 
can let fly at a discreet distance. 

Thirdly, it is not enough for the 
Russians to take into account only

under development. Conceivably the 
Administration’s hope is to over- 
come any numerical inferiority 
quickly when such solid-fuel missiles 
as Minuteman and Polaris become 
available. But there is no guarantee 
that some new budget drive will not 
limit an effort to regain parity. 
Overly futuristic planning, moreover, 
ignores the effects of inferiority over 
the next several years. 


More recently Mr. McElroy has 
shifted ground to make it appear as 
if the United States will nearly equal 
the Soviet Union’ in intercontinental 
missiles this year. This approach 
both misleads the public and begs 
the question, for it conceals a calcu- 
lated decision to accept numerical 
inferiority in the not-distant future. 
It is very unlikely that the Russians 
are deceived by such maneuver; in- 
deed, some of their recent intran- 
sigeance at Geneva and elsewhere 
may reflect an awareness of Amer- 
ican intentions. The real victims are 
the American people who have not 
been told the straight facts about 
the country’s defense position. 

It is therefore quite understand- 
able that many members of Con- 
gress, including some of the Admin- 
istration’s stanchest Republican sup- 


porters, are seriously worried by the - 


missile numbers game and by their 
inability. to get frank information.

the SAC bases; if they hope to wipe 
out the Americans’ power to retal- 
late, they must also reckon with the 
many smaller airfields from which 
even a fighter-bomber could set off 
with an atomic load on a one-way 
trip to the Soviet Union. And the 
further a Russian attack deviates 
from the conditions of pure sur- 
prise, the more time the Americans 
will have to get their bombers safely 
into the air. 

There remain a great many peo- 
ple who say, despite all this, that 
the Administration ought to spend 
substantially more on missiles, that 
its current defense estimates are 
based on the amount that can be 
spent without unbalancing the Budg- 
et or increasing taxes, rather than 
on the needs of national security. 
Some of these critics are concerned 
chiefly with the political implica- 
tions of giving the Russians best. 

Senator Jackson of Washington, 
one of the most lucid defense ana- 
lysts in Congress, has argued that 
for the United States to admit that 
it cannot match the Soviet Union in 
missile production would be to risk 
the disintegration of the Westerfi 
alliance. 

Senator Symington wants more 
funds to be devoted immediately to 
the construction of the Atlas, the 
first of the ICBMs, which will begin 
to go into service this summer, and 
the Titan, which has just made its 
first short-range test. By contrast, 
Senator Jackson shares the Adminis- 
tration’s reluctance to concentrate 
too many eggs in the baskets of the 
Atlas and Titan, both already con- 
demned to rapid obsolescence. He 
would like to “devote substantial 
extra funds—perhaps a billion dol- 
lars in the coming fiscal year—to 
their solid-fuelled and less vulner- 
able successors, the Polaris and the 
Minuteman. 


Once the deterrent weapons can 
be tucked away in cosy invulnerabil- 
ity below ground or under water 
a black cloud will lift from the 
brows of the defense experts. But 
the hastening of the scientists’ work 
depends only partly on the infusion 
of extra money. The Administra- 
tion’s case is that the gains to be 
won, in time and numbers, are not 
big enough to justify either upsetting 
the precious balance of the Budget 
or. asking more of the taxpayer.

Small Ford on Sale in Fall, . 
A Compact Edsel Next Year

‘NEW YORK, Feb. 19—The 
Ford Motor Co. will market a 
small Ford to sell for less than 
$2000 this fall. In addition, 
the company will put out a 
second, slightly larger compact 
car in 1960 under the Edsel 
name. 

Henry Ford II, president of 
the company, assured - Edsel 
dealers in a letter that the Ed- 
sei name would survive even 
if*the present full-sized Edsels 
Were discontinued. 

Ford's decision to enter the 
small-car field marks the first 
break in the ranks of the in- 
dustry's big three. They have 
been reluctant to make a final 
cémmitment, although they 
Have been studying the situa- 
tion for 18 months. 

General Motors and Chrysler 
are now expected to announce 
their own small-car plans quick- 


6-Cylinder Engine. 

The new Ford will be a six- 
passenger vehicle available in 
only a two-door and a four-door 
sedan at first. It will have a 
conventional six-cylinder front 
éngine that will generate about 
100 horsepower. The car will 
lave a 109-inch wheelbase and 
an over-all length of about 182 
inches. 

Informed sources said _ it 
would be similar to the Eng- 
lish-built Ford Zephyr with 
Slightly more rear-end over- 
rang for additional trunk 
space. 

The car will be of unit frame 
censtruction—body and chassis 
being welded together. It will 
weigh about 2700 pounds, 700 
pounds lighter than the current 
Ford line. The engine will be 
of cast-iron, although much 
more aluminum than the 51 
pounds now in Ford cars will 
be used for various compon- 
ents. 

The new car will have a dis- 
tinctly “American look” with 
European-car undertones. It 
will. have a slim roofline and 
no fins.

A good play- 
er who has a firm understand- 
ing of bridge technique can 
learn the Italian systems in two 
or three months. 

I believe there is no better 
system in use anywhere today.

of the major union-curbing 
amendments to the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act proposed by the Ad- 
ministration. 

One of these would extend 
the Taft-Hartley Act's second- 
ary boycott prohibitions. Anoth- 
er would restrict picketing in 
support of union organization- 
al drives. 

President Eisenhower told 
his néws conference yesterday 
that those questions “should 
be right squarely in the bills.” 
It was not clear whether he 
meant that they should not be 


left for possible inclusion in’ 


a subsequent bill, as Kennedy 
proposes. 

The Labor subcommittee of 
which Kennedy is chairman, 
has commissioned nine outside 
experts to review the Taft- 
Hartley Act and recommend re- 
visions. The Senator wants to 
get their report before tackling 
such issues as secondary boy- 
cotts and organizational pick- 
eting. 

At yesterday's subcommittee 
meeting, Republicans lost by 
voice vote, an attempt to subs- 
titute the Administration bill 
for the Kennedy-Ervin meas- 
ure. Democrats have a 4-to-3 
majority on the panel. 

Only two major changes Were 
made in the Kennedy - Ervin

bill. In one, unions having few- 
than 200 members and less than 
$20,000 in annual gross receipts 
would be covered by the bill's 
requirements for detailed fi- 
nancial reports to the Secre- 
tary of Labor. The Secretary 
could have exempted them un- 
der the original draft. 

The other was revision of a 


provision to require the elec- 


tion of international officers 
of unions every four years and 
of local officers every three 
years. This. was changed to 
five years for international and 
four for local officers. 

The subcommittee rejected 
by voice vote a proposal to 
delete a section calling for pro- 
labor amendments of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Union leaders 
have said they would not sup- 
port the bill if these provisions 
were omitted. 

One of the Taft-Hartley 
amendments would permit 
strikers, although replaced by 
their employers: to vote in rep- 
resentation elections. Others 
would ease restrictions on com- 
pulsory unionism and bargain- 
ing in the building trades in- 
dustry.

The measure is a modified 
version of the 1958 Kennedy- 
Ives bill, which was passed by

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ALABAMA BILL 
PASSED TO BAL 
1S. VOTEINQUIY 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 
19 ‘AP)—A defiant Legislature 
took action yesterday to keep 
Alabama voter records out of 
the hands of federal agents. 

Without a dissenting vote and 
without even debating the is- 


sue, the House passed and sent 
to the governor a bill giving 
voter registration officials the 
right to throw away old records. 

The vote was 84 to 0 on the 
measure which a week ago had 
sailed through the Senate with 
the unanimous approval of its 
31 members. 

Gov. John Patterson had 
promised in advance to sign 
the bill. 

The bill specifically author- 
izes registration officials to dis- 
pose of old questionnaires 
filled out by prospective voters 
who for one reason or another 
were turned down by the ex- 
amining boards. 

It requires the boards to save 
the records at least 30 days un- 
til the time has expired for re- 
jected applicants to appeal to 
court. Alabama law gives them 
that long to ask the state courts 
to order their names put on the 
list of voters. 

Under the state constitution, 
the registrars are required to 
preserve the records, but it 
does not say how long. The 
measure enacted into law yes- 
terday fixes it at 30 days 

The new legislation grew out 
of the recent Civil Rights Com- 
mission inquiry into the alleged 
denial of Negro voting rights in 
some Alabama counties. Com- 
mission agents sought to look 
at some of the old question- 
naifes, but registrars refused to 
produce them until ordered to 
do so by a federal judge. 

The state constitution re- 
quires prospective voters to an- 
swer a questionnaire prepared 
by the State Supreme Court. 
Registration boards use the an- 
swers to determine their fit- 
ness to vote 

Although the new law ap- 
plies to every county, author- 
ities in Macon county are under 
federal court order to preserve 
their records at least until 
Monday. 

The Justice Department has 
filed a suit charging registra- 
tion officials there with sys- 
tematically discriminating 
against Negroes because of 
their race. It wants the records 
to use as evidence 

Monday's hearing will decide 
whether the questionnaires 
must be kept intact from then 
on. In the meantime, Unite: 
States District Judge Frank M. 
Johnson has ordered author- 
ities to see that the records are 
preserved.

Mrs. Daniel J. Mooney Now Has Alaska in Territory; Plans Convention’ Here

WHEN ALASKA became a 
state, there was great rejoic- 
ing among one group of wom- 
en. The members of Alaska’s 
12 garden clubs at last could 
become affiliated with the Na- 
tional Council of State Garden 
Clubs, Inc. Some of the clubs 
had held membership in the 
Washington state association 
so that they could participate 
in national benefits, but now 
they can have an organization 
of their own, which should 
make Alaska’s statehood offi- 
cial. 

Happiest person of all was 
Mrs. Daniel J. Mooney, of 
Butte, Mont., even though it 
means a little more territory 
for her to cover. Buoyantly en- 
ergetic Mrs. Mooney, president 
of the 410,000 members in 13,- 
000 clubs, 47 state organiza- 
tions and 11 foreign countries 
has spent her two years in of- 
fice traveling from border to 
border, azalea to zinnia, and 
loving every minute of it. 

“There's nothing brings out 
enthusiasm like garden club 
work,” Mrs. Mooney said, on 
the occasion of her latest visit 
to St. Louis. “There's a lot of 
work involved but the people 
are wonderful, and we feel we 
do a lot of good.” 

What do women garden club- 
bers do? If you assumed that 
they sit around in big hats, 
sipping tea and bandying about 
their knowledge of Latin 
botanical names, you’re much 
mistaken. 


Garden clubs today land- 
scape communities, beautify 
interstate highways, battle bill- 
boards, (Reader’s Digest last 
fall paid tribute to their effec- 
tiveness in an article titled, 
“Never Underestimate the 
Power of the Garden Clubs.’’) 
They work toward conserving 
national resources, do therapy 
with veterans, the hospitalized 
and handicapped, sponsor hor- 
ticultural education, encourage 
youth programs and exchange 
friendship and flowers with 
gardeners in other lands. 


A big program like this re- 
quires a big organization. It 
also requires a national office 
which was formerly in New 
York but now is moving to its 
new quarters — which makes 
local garden clubbers burst 
into blooming pride—at 4401 
Magnolia avenue, in Missouri 
Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden. 

The new headquarters will 
be dedicated May 10 and from 
May 10-14 the national organi- 
zation will hold its convention 
at the Chase and Park Plaza 
hotels. This was the reason 
for Mrs. Mooney’s visit here at 
a time when St. Louis is 
scarcely a garden spot. 


“But I don’t confine my 
travels to good weather,” Mrs. 
Mooney explained. “I’m trav- 
eling all year ‘round; the na- 
tional president’s family has to 
be willing to sacrifice a great 
deal of time during the two 
years she’s president. I’ve just 
come from Florida, I'm going 
to College Station, Tex., then 
to Memphis to the South At- 
lantic regional conference.” 

Mrs. Mooney’s high, position 
in garden club affairs came 
about as those things do, in- 
sidiously.% One day she was 
tending her Alpine rock gar- 
den in Butte and innocently ac- 


cepted an invitation to the local 
garden club. The next thing she 
knew she was hopping trans- 
continental planes and having 
correspondence with gardeners 
in South Rhodesia (where, you 
may be interested to know, 600 
gardeners have three flower 
shows a year). 

It is greatly to Mrs. Moon- 
ey’s credit that she still has 
her Alpine rock garden and 
also a few other floral special- 
ties such as raising orchids in- 
doors. 

“One of my freatest pleas- 
ures,” she said, “has been in 
exchanging plants and seeds 
with botanists and gardeners 
all over the world. We are 
able to grow almost everything 
in Montana. We have ever- 
greens, lilacs, peonies, irises, 
roses, everything you have 
here with the exception of 
your lovely azaleas and other 


broadleaf evergreens, which 
can’t survive our ice and 
freezes.” 


Mrs. Mooney comes from a 
pioneer Montana family. The 
former Evelyn Frances Mc- 
Clurg, she was born in Vir- 
ginia City where her grandpar- 
ents started the town’s first 
store in 1863. She intended to 
teach psychology but instead 
married Daniel J. Mooney, a 
general contractor, and had a 
daughter, Sherlyn Anne, who 
is now a junior in high school.

“Our newest project is land- 
scape design,’ Mrs. Mooney 
said. “With the co-operation of 
colleges and universities we're 
starting courses to instruct our 
members so they know not 
only how to landscape their 
own homes but how to go into 
the community and serve on 
park boards and zoning boards. 
We set up a pattern school 
with the help of Dr. Hubert 
Owens, at the University of 
Georgia, Athens, Ga., and we're 
snowed under with requests 
from other states. Since Sep- 
tember we've set up school in 
Michigan, New York and Vir- 
ginia, and are working on one 
in Texas.” 

During World War II, the 
clubs began their work with 
veterans. Glass box gardens 
which veterans could water 
with eyedroppers proved help- 
ful therapy for many a par- 
alyzed man and many veterans’ 
hospitals now have green- 
houses as part of their recu- 
peration program. 

Internationally the organiza- 
tion is also active. Last March 
the United States Post Office 
issued a gardening and horti- 
culture stamp which was sent 
to 500 countries.

n Draining 
Plumbin 9 
By Hubbard Cobb 


SOME PEOPLE have the 
idea that the only ones inter- 
ested in facts about draining a 
plumbing system are the fortu- 
nate group who own summer 
homes or get to go south each 
winter and therefore close their 
homes. 

This is only partially true for 
in a great many homes parts of 
the plumbing system can only 
be adequately protected from 
freezing by draining. A good 
example of this are outside 
garden and lawn faucets that 
have not been set below the 
frost line. 

When it’s necessary to drain 
all or part of a plumbing sys- 
tem it must be done in a very 
thorough manner. Close off 
the water supply to the part 
to be drained and then open all 
faucets. Where there are long 
horizontal runs of pipe it's 
best, when possible, to discon- 
nect some of the joints so that 
if water has collected in a low 
spot it can be drained. Many 
shutoff valves are of the self- 
draining type and after they 
have been closed, a small knob 
on the side can be opened to 
remove any water on the closed 
side of the valve as well] as 
from the valve itself. Hot wat- 
er tanks should be drained but 
only after the faucets have 
been opened. 

As far as plumbing fixture 
traps go, it is not advisable to 
rem.ove all the liquid from 
them for this will allow sewer 
gas and even vermin to enter 
the house. The best solution 
for ordinary traps is to pour 
about two pints of kerosene 


into them. Alcohol is not good 
because it will evaporate in 
time. 


For toilets, remove all water 
from the flush tank by flush- 
ing and then sponging. Re- 
move as much water from the 
toilet bow] as possible and then 
fill with about two quarts of 
kerosene. If there is a main 
sewer trap in the house drain- 
age system, pour a couple of 
quarts of kerosene slowly into 
one of the fixture traps 
that some will overflow and 
fill the main house trap.

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Hard Times in Jimmy Hoffa’s Early Life 


His Mother Had to Take In A etstade: and Ironing to Bring Up Four Children After Father Died 


By Jim Bishop 


Fifth of a Series. 
THE MAN stopped the whirl- 


ing bit to hear the news. He 
was young and tired. The news 
was that it was a boy. He 


nodded his appreciation and 
went back to his work, sinking 
shafts looking for new coal 
fields. It was a boy. Well, that 
would make two boys and a 
girl. John Hoffa listened to the 
high hot whine of the bit and 
wondered how long he would 
have to listen to it. 


The answer was seven years. 
He would die with coal dust in 
his lungs, coughing himself into 
an early grave. This particular 
morning, though, was of no 
consequence except to John, a 
hard worker of Dutch descent, 
and his wife, Viola Riddle 
Hoffa, a young woman with the 
blood of the Irish in her. 

The child was born in Brazil, 
Ind., a little town on Route 40 
midway between Harmony and 
Cloverland. The day was St. 
Valentine's, Feb. 14, 1913. This 
was the week that Congress 
passed the first income tax law. 
It was the era of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Suffragettes and mil- 
lionaires who wore silk hats 
and had private railway cars 
on sidings; it was a time of 
bitter poverty and the Inter- 
national Workers of the World 
and bustles and leg o’mutton 
sleeves and free lunch counters 
and colored arm garters and a 
$2 a day wage and a six-day 
week. 

He was christened James 
Riddle Hoffa. He wasn’t much 
to look at—sturdy, pale, legs 
in motion most of the time. 
This youngster would never get 
to know his father, except as a 
blurry face out of the past. 
When John Hoffa died, be left 
Viola with four children: Jean- 
ette, 14; William, 10; James, 7, 
and Nancy, 4. 


Viola Hoffa had enough 


courage to sustain a loss 
like this. She wouldn't 
whimper for anyone. When 


her man went, she took in- 
ventory and found that she 
had nothing. She would not 
marry again, so she would 
have to bring the children 
up herself. She passed the 
word around Brazil that she 
was ready to take in wash- 
ing and do ironing for who- 
ever could pay for it. 


She wasn’t an easy mother 
to love. She had high stand- 
ards of honesty and Mrs. Hoffa 
was not the kissing, cuddling 
kind. When Jimmy did some- 
thing wrong, she had no time 
for lectures. She hauled off 
and her right hand came 
around with stinging force and 
landed squarely on his face 
If a child did wrong, he was 
punished; if he did right, noth- 
ing was said because that’s 
what was expected of him 

Viola Hoffa dominated the 
house before her husband died, 


and after. She had no pity 
for tears. When Jimmy picked 
a fight at school, he always 


picked one with a big boy. 
When he was trounced into the 
dust, he always looked around 
for his older brother, Bill. If 
there was no Bill to rescue 
him, he had to take the beat- 
ing. When he got home, ‘his 
mother just looked at him. 

“Clean yourself up. You're 
a disgrace.”

Jimmy Hoffa loved his mother 
more than anyone in the world.

Times were 
pretty good in the big city and 
she got a job in a factory. 
Jeanette was 17, able to work, 
and Billy, at 13, could work at 
odd jobs. Jimmy remained in 
school until he was 14. He had 
almost mastered the seventh 
rade work when he quit. 

His first job was part-time. 
He was a stock boy in the 
Frank and Seder department 
store in Detroit. He quit that 
for $10 a week in a plating 
shop. For a while, he tried 
giving out  handbills This 
wasn't it either. He bounced 
from job to job, young, broad, 
tough—a kid with a swagger 
He was 17 when he got a job 
unloading freight cars for the 
Kroger Grocery and Baking Co.

Fresh Solutions 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19. 


ONE OF THE SHORTCOMINGS about being on a lec- 
ture tour is that oceasionally you miss reading the news- 
papers or fail to find complete coverage of a really im- 
portant story. 

I missed reading Senator Mike Mansfield’s speech on 
Berlin unification, which seems to have created consider- 
able excitement even in the Midwest where perhaps atten- 
tion to speeches on international affairs is not as great as 
in other parts of the country. However, I found in a St. 
Louis paper an editorial ridiculing the Senator’s ideas on 
the solution he offered to the Berlin situation. And it was 
most tantalizing, for I feel quite sure that what was quoted 
was not all that the Senator said, and I am most anxious 
to read the whole speech. 


I am glad, too, that someone is suggesting some fresh 
solutions. As I understand the situation, before Secretary

of State Dulles went to the hospital he announced we could | 


make no changes in our attitude and our allies were 
agreement with us that we could make no changes. 


The thing that troubles me is that we are in 
this position because at present we are under fire 
from the Soviet Union and we cannot look as 
though we would yield to force in any way. Yet, 
it has been evident for some time that the reasons 
which seemed to make it necessary to re-arm West 
Germany and to include her in NATO Defense 
Pact are really no longer valid. 


There was a time when the real problem facing Eu- 
rope was the fear that the Soviet’s vast armies would sud- 
denly be used to roll across Europe and conquer the whole 
continent. This would be preliminary to other conquests, 
it was felt, and so it was sensible to consider the military 
defense of the European countries. And since the Germans 
are good soldiers we thought of West Germany re-armed 
as being the first line of defense for us all. 

But since that thinking was valid, conditions in the 
world have changed. Premier Nikita Khrushchev will now 
need no armies to roll across Europe. If he attacks, it will 
be an all-out attack with atomic bombs which will spread 
destruction rapidly. But he cannot attack on a broad 
enough scale to wipe out all retaliation, and he is conscious 
of this fact and knows that he will suffer as much as the 
rest of us, 


I doubt, therefore, that a solution which really 
means all-out war is going to be any more attrac- 
tive to him than it is to us. He will play fer the 
greatest advantages that he can get out of the 
solution and we will play for the same. 


Our Allies are probably as conscious of this as we are 
and they may feel that the time has come for us to make 
some new suggestions of what the solution to the whole 
East and West German situation should be. 

I am quite sure one of the things Senator Mansfield 


said was to suggest that we submit the whole question to | 


the United Nations. Perhaps if we did it would get calmer 
and more judicial treatment before it reaches the boiling 
point and an immediate military situation threatens,

MOST AMERICANS’ ac- 
quaintance with antipasto has 
been limited to those little jars 
of antipasto sold by food spe- 
ciality shops and importing 
companies, each of which con- 
tains an assortment of half a 
dozen exotic items all soaked 
in oil and spices. Consequently 
the impression is pretty wide- 
spread that *“is is a sort of 
recipe for anvipasto, and it con- 
sists of these items and nothing 
else, 

Since Italian food, along 
with other things Italian, has 
been the subject of increased 
interest in the last few years, 
it’s a good thing to know some- 
thing about it, and especially 
about antipasto, which plays a 
big part in the average Italian's 
diet. 

In Italy, luncheon, and quite 
often dinner, starts with an 
antipasto which is the Italian 
equivalent of the hors d’ouevre 
and just as flexible. It may in- 
clude meat, anchovies, fish, 
pickled mushrooms, black and 
green olives, radishes and eggs. 
The thrifty Italian housewife 
stores up left-over tidbits 
which, seasoned and soaked in 
olive oil, will become part of 
the antipasto. 


A TYPICAL family style an- 
tipasto is made as follows: Sep- 
arate a head of lettuce. wash 
and dry it, and make a bed of 
lettuce on a platter. Arrange 
thereon, in a manner pleasing 
to the eye, six slices of roasted 
pepperoni, or canned pimento, 
18 olives, either green or ripe 
or both; two tablespoons of 
pickled capers, six stalks of 
celery cut in half, 12 slices of 
salami, six slices of prosciutto 
or boiled ham. 


Cover the whole works with 
a half cup of Italian dressing, 
which differs little from French 
dressing, and is most common- 
ly made by mixing three parts 
of good olive oil with one part 
or red or white vinegar, a clove 
of garlic per cup of liquid, a 
pinch of oregano and celery 
seed, and salt and freshly 
ground pepper to taste,

Uncle Ray’s Column 


Dogribs of Canada 


By Ramon Coffman 


ALEXANDER MACKENZIE 
made notes about the Indians 


he found in northwestern Can- 
ada 170 years ago. Writing 
about the Dogribs, he said 
“The men have lines tat- 
tooed on their cheeks. Their 
clothing is made of the 


dressed skins of reindeer or 
moose. Their upper garments 
are large enough to cover the 
entire body. Their leggings 
come half way up the thigh, 
and are sewed to their shoes. 

“Their lodges are simple: a 
few poles supported by a fork, 
and forming a half circle at 
the bottom. They build two of 
these huts facing each other, 
and make the fire between 
them. They have a few dishes 
made of wood, bark or horn. 

“They have leather bags to 
hold their nets, lines and em- 
broidery work. They always 
keep many fibers of willow 
bark which they can work into 
thread. The nets which they 
use in rivers (to catch ‘fish) 
are three feet wide and about 
18 feet long.” . 

A Dogrib guide was em- 
ployed, but he disliked the 
work. After traveling farther 
down the river for a few days, 


he secretly left the camp at)! 


night, and never 
again by the whites 

As he continued the journey, 
Mackenzie saw a river which 
connected with a large lake 
(Great Bear lake). The trees 
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Map showing area explored 
by Mackenzie. 


in this area were short and 


stunted. 

Birds and rabbits were found 
to have, for the most part, 
gray shades, which is usual in 
far northern places during 
summer. Many of the animals 
(including Arctic hares and 
Arctie foxes) have fur which 


changes to white in winter. 

The Indians who warned 
Mackenzie about the length of 
the journey were wrong. He 
reached the mouth of the river 
now known as the Mackenzie 
only 42 days ‘after leaving 
Lake Athabasca.
